It does not 
appear to be counterfeit, though I have acquired contemporary 
counterfeit notes of other emissions.

volume collection thereof. (It sure would be nice to get a fifth 
edition someday! ) 


Thanks for acknowledging the apparent typographic error re: 
CT/03/01/80-2s6d vs. "1s6d." 


Am still expanding my reference guide of signatories to all those 
persons of national, state, province, colony, and military 
prominence (supplementing the fine lists that you have already 
provided). Of course, my guide may never be completely done, but 
am certainly discovering new persons and adding information 
regularly. This could be a real impetus to broaden interest in 
this collecting specialty, when people can focus on lesser-known 
but still valid historical figures. But I don't know how I can 
get it into the public domain, albeit with inevitable updates, 
with perhaps some remuneration to myself.
